No. 12<48)82-CSM.-— The Government of India have de¬ 
cided to constitute a Tripartite Committee to look into prob¬ 
lems connected with the Textile industry. The composition 
and teims of refeience of the Committee will be as follows :

textile mill industry. 
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4, Two representatives of Ccutral 
Government. 

J. One representative each of the 

Governments of Tamil Nadu, Mahaiashtra 
and Gujarat. 

II. Teims of reference : 

(AM.I) Examine and report on the problems of textile mill 
industry workmen. 

(2) Examine and report on the problems being faced by 

the textile mill industry including the need to 
modernise the industry, 

(3) Tile recommendations at (1) and (2) above will re¬ 

late to Ihe entire textile mill industry in Lhe couptry. 

(4) Ihe Committee will give its rcpojt within a period 
of one year iThd its recommendations relating to 
workmen will be implemented in a time-bound 
manner. 

(B) The Bombay Colton Textile Industiy has been facing 
cerfaln specific problems. Accordingly, the Committee shall 
give reports on : 

(3) The problem of (i) Radii workers (ii) demand of 
workmen for house rent allowance (iii) Demand of 
workmen for conveyance allowance. The CommiLtcc 
shall rcporl on these matters wilhin a period of 
two months and its recommendations shall be im¬ 
plemented at the earliest possible. 

( 6 ) The demand of textile mill workmen of Bombay foi 
grant of additional wages will be enquired into 
and reported on within a period of six months by 
the Committee. 

17) Such other problems as may be referred to the Com¬ 
mittee or as lhe Committee may like to report on 
shall be reported by the Committee to the Govern¬ 
ment within a period of one year. 

2. Secretarial assistance to the Committee shall be piovided 
by the office of (he Textile Commissioner. The Committee 
shall be free to devise its own procedure.
